1. Attached is AECASSOWARY/29 ' s 18 January 1963 reportnf the second contact 
by AE/29 subsource G (the subject of OBBA 17265) with Bord s 3/4lktJ’fsENK0 CZ 33 
b orn 22 February 1933 in Komchatsk Oblast .-,S o viet engineering student studying in 
the field of electricity at Liege University 1 ffilder Professor P. FOKMAIER. of the 
Institut Electrlque Montifiore. We consider this 16 January contact significant 
because it shows that G continues to be accepted by KUTSENKO, even after he had 
ample opportunity to check the subsource's name with the Soviet Embassy in Brussels.

Although not new to Head- 
qj!/ quarters or other areas, this is a specific example of effective method of coll ec- 
/^prtion of overt or semi-overt scientific intelligence in Belgium and can provide the 
N^Sjbasis for RIS spotting and assessing through engineering and scientific students

5 December and had suggested the subsource call KAZANTSEV, one of the two Ukran— 
ians in their group - per paragraph 10 of the 5 December meeting. Attached is this 
name and phone number, representing our first sample of KUTSENKO'S handwriting.) 

6, AE/29 is instructing his subsource to continue low-key development of his 

contact with KUTSENKO and t© develop contact with others of this group. Since 
AE/29 and wife are leaving Brussels for the U.S. on 27 January, AE/29 has given 
the subsource an address in New York City where the subsource can reach AE/29 
with discreet accounts of his progress. Operational contact between Louvain and 
Brussels via New York is admittedly not the most direct, but in view of AE/29' s 
present relationship with the subsource under AECASS3WARY auspices, an alternate 
contact with a member of C ~i . during AE/29' s absence in the States was 
impossible.

(We will, incidentally, henceforth label oorrespondence on these students REDCAP 
rather than REDSKIN.) 

8. Headquarters comment (paragraph 4 of DIR 08765) strongly recommending 
that P~ 3 l °t be involved in AE/29 contact operations against Soviet nationals 
is directly pertinent to our continued conversg© through AE/29 of these six Soviet 
students. In general, we interpret this comment to mean that CS Z2 not be in- 
volved directly, i.e., that AE/29 not work under d _D direction on contact 
operations against Soviet nationals, that AE/29 andC JZ7 agents not be mixed 
for this purpose and, possibly most important, that indications of vulnerability 

or recruit ability of Soviet nationals acquired through AE/29 be held as closely 
as possible and not passed to (Z ZJ or elsewhere if this can be avoided. Head- 
quarters' comment on this point would be appreciated. In the case of the six 
students the lead came from ZJ and we were offered the opportunity to target 
against them through AE/29. Since (Z J3 knows that AE/29 is here and presumably 
working against the Soviet target, or at least the Ukrainian portion of that tar- 
get, we think it is sound to discuss his use with them and to pass some (but not 
all) results of his activities to them, to show specifically that he can also 
assist their efforts (in tetura for their assisting in documenting him here). 

We think it is also prudent since, knowing he is here and his identity, they 
might (if they heard little or no result of his activities) put an occasional 
surveillance on him or run an agent into him to check on his activities. Attached 
is a copy of our report extracted from AE/29 's report of the subsource's initial 
contact and passed by the writer to tZ 3 Note that a fair amount of information 
acquired^KUTSEhKO and KUFAREV is , included, but it is presented as information on

9. Headquarters comments are welcomed, particularly suggestions for further 
action by the subsource when AE/29 returns from the U.S. If something on this 
case really broke, such as a clear indication by one of these Soviets to the 
subsource that he wished to defect. Headquarters might hear of it directly from 
AE/29 in New York before we did.

KUTSENKO explained that h 
celebrated only t.heNew Year in company of his compatriots in 
a castle near BRUSSELS. When G. told him that he spent Christr- 
at home in France , KUTSENKO asked him to show in what part of 
France was his residence. G. drew a small map of France and 
pointed, approximately the location of his town. KUTSENKO was 
just working on French grammar and asked G. to explain to him 
verbs . He Insis^te d on talking in French. Whenever G. tried 
switch over into Ukrainian K. refused to do so and once asked 
him explicitly to talk in French.

ones. Asked about his progress in studies K. replied that, he sti3 
concentrated on French though also did "quite a lot" on elsctr:

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2. KUTSENKO told. G-. that at the Technical Institute in 
LENIG-RAD he also read Dialectic materialism and "other 
sociological subjects".

When in 
desiatiletka K. liked very much "philosophical problems" and 
read many btoiks on philos ophy. Asked what kind of books he 
liked most he replied that of course those of classical

3. "Le Monde" by Raymond. Cartier which was lying on the 1 
and which K. was just reading, gave them a theme for discuss} 
of the purposefulne ss of human existence* KUTSENKO stressed 
that he was not living for any idealistic absolutes but for 
the society. In elaborating on that he said that society itse 
had. its purposefulness only then when it was identified with 
progress , in this case, in our time , with building socialism 
and communism. K. understands and. believes only n mater ialism . 

He knows only two basic philosophical schools : the former (ma 
listic) and idealis tic. All other schools and philosophical 
trends are for him just "subdivisions" of the two basic ones. 
This applies also to "Christian existentialism" as it has 
been ex pounded by 0. K. rejects pure philosophy. The latter 
has its value only as far as it is directly applicable in prac 
Philosophy for philosophy is wasteful scholastics. 

When countered by G-'s arguments KUTSENKO got more and more 
nervous and. even slightly abusive. Unable to countervail G-'S 
statements he simply switched, over to another subject calling 
G's convictions scholastic. On the whole , however, he enjoyed ' 
the debate and was genuinely interested in various philosophies 



problems . In the beginning he put many questions and listen 
intensive ly. The discussion was heated up a little only 
after 3- . attacked directly Marxism. K'UTS'INKO was anxious to 
learn s omething more about oresent philosophical trends 
in the West , in how far Marx is m. was accepte d in the Free 
World, and with what it was countered by "idealistic school'

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SUBJECT: Soviet Students Studying at the University of Liege 



1. Our office through a source you know, has acquired the 
following additional information on two of the Soviet students 
studying at the University of Liege; 

A. Boris KUTSENKO is 2? years old, (born 23 February 

1933 according to your reports ), is five feet seven 
inches tall, somewhat heavy set, has broad shoulders, 
a round face, black curly hair combed back, black 
eyes, slightly up-turned nose, is clean shaven, does 

r not wear glasses, seems very sympathetic, smiles 

often, seems to be good natured, a social type. He 
is correct and polite, typically Slavic, speaks Russian, 

English and French. (His English is better than hie 
French j the latter is fairly fluent but too grammatical.) 
KUTSENKO graduated from the Technical Tnstitut in Leningrad 
and is specializing in electricity. His parents live in 
Leningrad and his grandfather is still alive. He also 
has brothers and sisters. While at the institut he learned 
English and is thus more fluent In It than in French. 

Recently, before com* ng to Belgium he worked very hard on 
French, in particular on technical terms. He 1 s continuing 
to study French, mostly at home on his own, from time to 
time he also listens to lectures at the university. So 
far, he has done little on his research as he and his 
colleagues ( the other five Soviet Students) have spent 
more time Improving their French. The six are scheduled 
to be in Belgium on year under the Belgd-Soviet exchange 
and six Belgian students went to the US C R In exchange. 

KUTSENKO lives in a small adequately furnished apartment 
at 69 rue du Parc containing dining room, studio, and 
bedroom, and kitchen. KUTSENKO (and colleagues) eat mostly 
at restaurants, but at times prepare meals at the apartment (s), 

B. Georgl KUFAREV is 30-3*? years old ( born 11 Kay 1927 according 
to your reports). Is five feet seven inches tall, he Is slim; 
he has a slim oval, almost longl sh face, pointed features, 
a straight pointed nose, black hair in a crew cut, a small 
mustache and does not wear glasses. He Bias an Intelligent 
face, is rather inquisitive, somewhat suspicious, talks 
very fast, puts pointed questions, likes to get to the bottom 
of everything. KUFAREV Is from Tomsk and Is an engineer. 

It took him six years, the normal time in the USSR, to finish 
his engineering studies and his studies, in line with the 
recent trend there, included much practical and laboratory 
work. He and most of the six Soviet students still do not 
have exact research assignments which gives them more time 
for the study of French. They do not as yet have many
